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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. The Becker 
disclosure is apparently silent as to whether the clutch or brake is "dry" or "wet". Malinowski does teach providing fluid in the housing to 
cool and lubricate the plates. It would have been obvious lubricate the clutch or brake of Becker to achieve the advantages taught by 
Malinowski (col. 1 , lines 10-40). Applicant asserts that the second friction elements in Becker do not alternate with the first friction 
elements. The examiner disagrees. In Becker Fig. 4, for example, each pair of plates 40 between plates 43 can be read as a first friction 
element insofar as defined in the claims. Becker does not show friction lining carrying segments extending from a ring-like body section, 
but this arrangement is taught by Malinowski (Fig. 6) as an alternative to a continuous plate (Fig. 7). The rejection of claim 1 1 is still 
believed proper. Applicant does not argue the rejections of claims 9, 10, and 12-20. Those rejections are also still believed proper.
